mony today before the Senate 
Veterans Cominittee. 


TaklnK the stand hi his own 
defense before a crowded commit- 
tee "room, the former director en- 
tered a "general, sweeping and 
absolute denial" of the many 
Ncharges which have been made 
against Wm during the conunit- 
tee's inqulry- 
Tlie denial was directed, the 
witness 
said, against "every 


charge, statement, innuendo and 
insinuation which in any manner 
liatwcver reflects upon the hon- 
estly and integrity of my official 
or personal conduct while I oc- 
cnpied the office of director of 
AVar Risk* Insurance or director of 
the Veterans' tonreau." 


- Most of thesdeficiencie3 in the ad- 
ministration of the laws providing 
for relief to disabled veterans, he 
declared, "bad been due to politics 
and sawye'r." He was • referring to 
Brigadier General Charles E. Sawy- 
er, personal friend and physician of 
President Harding. 
• Forbes then flatly denied the state- 
ment made before the committee by 
Dr Sawyer, that he was dismissed by 
President Harding for insubordination 
in connection with the sale of sur- 
plus property at Perryville. Maryland. 


"Long "before the president finally- 


decided to issue his temporary- order 
stopping the delivery of goods at Per- 
ryville," the former director said, "I 
fankly told the president' that i could 
not continue to serve If General Saw- 
ye>- was to continue in my office; and 
it became simply a choice between 
•Sawyer and myself and I relieved the 
president of any possible embarrass- 
ment by tendering my resignation." 


At the outset Forbes read a pre- 


pared statement In which he earnest-- 
ly' requested the coramitee members 
to question him most searchingly as 
to all matters within the scope of the 
investigation and of the testimony 
heretofore given and which he -was 
to -give. 


"I feel that I cannot refrajn from 


expressing to the committee at this 
time," Forbes said, "my growing be- 
lief, finally resulting in conviction on 
my part, which" T expect" "by the testi- 
monv of disinterested witnesses to es- 
tablish, that an attempt 
has been 


made to mislead this committee and 
that a conspiracy has been on foot, 
the purpose of -which is to encompass 
my destruction by means of perjury, 
subornation of perjury, atempted sub- 
ornation of perjury and the suppres- 
sion of material facts and documents 
bearing not only upon my personal 
conduct as director of the Veterans' 
Bureau, but also upon 
the official 


conduct; of the affairs of the bureau 
by myself and my subordinates. 


"I deny generally and shall here- 


after deny specifically and in detail 
the" utterly 
false 
and ..groundless 


charges of official and personal ne- 
glect, dishonesty, graft, liquor drink- 
ing, loose conduct and any and every 
other dereliction of duty, official or 
personal, -which has been ascribed to 
me either >by the -witnesses Mortimer 
and Williams and others, or charg- 
ed against me by the counsel of this 
committee." 
"I do_not mean that rny administra- 


tion -was blameless: I do not deny its 
imperfections: I do 'not seek to shift 
any responsibilities to others, dead or 
alive: but I do assert that I have not 
consciously been guilty of any wrong 
doing, either ""by act or neglect- 
"I feel it is only proper to state that 


I did not seek this position I am frar.il; 
to say -while "I have never been par- 
ticularly active as a politician, al- 
though always a 
Republican, yet 


when the present administration came 
into office I was ambitious on account 
of my experience, to become a mem- 
ber of the shipping board, which am- 
bition I communicated to the late 
President, -who had been my political 
end personal friend for many years.
